and 4 Mertars; The reſt of their Troops retired by the favour of the Night, and repaſ- 
t Tf brows of Corinth with great Precipitation. The Captain General, aſter this Viftory, 
darked part of his Troops, and ſailed from Napoli di Romania with 20 Men of Wir, 22 
alleys, 6 Galleaſles, and ſeveral Fireſhips, to attack he Enemy's Fleet, which was not far
